O Philippines president scolds 
weathermen for failing to predict 
storm O At least 26 people killed 


The first typhoon to lash 
the Philippines this year 
earned the weathermen a 
tongue-lashing. 

Newly elected President 
Benigno Aquino III scolded 
the weather bureau for 
failing to predict that the 
storm would hit Manila, 
the capital. 

“This is unacceptable,” 
Aquino told officials. He 
noted that government 
agencies were relying on 
the weather bureau for 
their preparations. 

“I hope this is the last 
time we are all brought to 
areas different from where 
we should be.” 

Weather bureau chief 
Prisco Nilo explained it 
takes forecasters six hours 
to update weather 
bulletins. 

The weather bureau has 
complained of lack of 
funding and equipment.

Newcomers face high drowning risk: 


Newcomers to Canada 
have a higher risk of 
drowning in boating and 
swimming mishaps than 
those born in the country, 
a study has found. 

The study, from the 
Lifesaving Society, focused 
on newcomers from 
China, South Asia and 
Southeast Asia, and found 
people in Canada for less 
than five years are at high¬ 
est risk of drowning. 

Even though 20 per 
cent of immigrants said 


they cannot swim, 79 per 
cent said they planned to 
spend time around or on 
the water this summer. 

They could be putting 
themselves at risk by mak¬ 
ing those plans, consider¬ 
ing a third of the 
respondents who weren't 
born in Canada are afraid 
of water and half worry 
their kids could drown, 
said Lifesaving Society 
spokesperson Barbara 
Byers. 

Just four per cent of 



Canadian respondents said 
they couldn't swim. 

Immigrants may come 
from landlocked countries 
or may have had little wa¬ 
ter safety training, so they 
could be unaware of how 
dangerous water can be, 
Byers said. 

“They want to do what 
everybody else is doing, 
and they just don't realize 
that you need to have 
some training and some 
lessons,” Byers added.

Many expect the Bank of

With a background in 
theater, he’s easily jumped 
from small productions 
(Kinky Boots) to big (2012), 
serious films (Children of 
Men) to more lighthearted 
fare (Love Actually). 

In Salt, Ejiofor takes on 
the role of a counter-intel¬ 
ligence pro hot on the trail 
of Angelina Jolie’s suspect¬ 
ed spy. 

Metro caught up with 
the British actor in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., where much 
of the current movie was 
filmed. 

Have you always been a fan 
of this genre? 

Definitely, yeah.lt breaks 
into sort of two categories 
for me: I like the old- 
school kind of spy stuff, 
the John Le Carre spy stuff. 
But I also really enjoy the 
Mission:Impossible spies 
— the series as well as the 
films —just because of the 
intricacy of how every¬ 
thing’s done, the detail of 
having to go back and fig¬ 
ure out everything, and 
the scripts just being like 
little puzzles. 

What stood out about Salt as 
a spy thriller for you? 

This is taking on a kind of 
slightly more bureaucratic 
sense of the CIA, to me a 
kind of grounded sense of 
the CIA. 

As opposed to the sort 
of — I mean, obviously, 
who doesn’t love the Bond 
series? 

But it’s different. 
They’re people and they do 
a job and they’re in offices 
with ties, and they’re just 
sort of getting through the 
day. 


And occasionally — like

to that. 

But for the most part 
they’re just kind of ticking 
away, looking at data. 

Would you ever want to be in 
a Bond film?

You've had an incredibly 
diverse career.

The Toronto Blue Jays’ ac¬ 
quisition of Yunel Escobar 
from the Atlanta Braves for 
fellow shortstop Alex Gon¬ 
zalez in a five-player swap 
yesterday appears to be a 
classic case of buying low 
and selling high. 

Escobar is a wildly talent¬ 
ed 27-year-old who appears 
to have fallen out of favour 
with the National League 
East leaders amid a down 
season. Gonzalez, on the 
other hand, is a 33-year-old 
veteran who is performing 
well above his career norms 
and was unlucky to not be 
named an all-star. 

So Blue Jays general 
manager Alex Anthopoulos 
was able to parlay the im¬ 
mediate impact Gonzalez 
can make on a roster into a 
young player with huge po¬ 
tential upside that he’ll 
have contractual control of 
through at least the 2013 
season.
